1HE RAILWAY REPORT. 

We are pleased to learn that the recom- 
mendations of the Railway Commission are 
beginning to take effect. We were able re- 
cently to announce that Major Johnstone, 
the present chairman of the administration, 
is to be the first general manager. He has 
our good wishes. in the task before him, and 
in its performance his high qualifications 
and past experience should stand him in good 
stead. We have, from the first, recognised 
the risks surrounding this appointment, and 
we are glad the Government has ided 
to accept the least of these. Major Johnstone's 
appointment must be accepted as emphasis- 
ing the conclusion that the past defects in 
management were due to the system and 
not to the individual. We do not know what 
further proofs of the same may be given, 
but it naturally occurs to us that there 
will be vacancies upstairs for either or both 
of the other members of the present board 
of administration. Their great abilities and 
general qualifications eminently fit them for 
such posts, but in ordinary business and on 
railways, we have seen a manager practi- 
cally deprived of his proper position by 
predecessors in his office being similarly pro- 
moted. It must be clearly recognised that 
the work tobe done is that of the general 
manager—he must not shirk it if he will,— 
others must not do it if they can. Former 
partners in the job must, if necessary, aban- | 
don their policy, and no longer continue in 
close touch with the work or the staff, or 
the whole change becomes a farce.

HUMOURS OF PRISON LIFE IN SYRIA. 

The rumours that Marshal Fuad Pasha ha~ 
és¢aped from his prison house in Damascus, 
where he:has been incarcerated for three year 
for firing on the spies of the Ottoman Govern 
ment, who dogged his. every footstep, are un- 
founded. He is still under the hand of the 
Sultan, and has lately suffered more rigorou 
persscution. 

T'é Western minds, some of the incident 
which have marked his imprisonment ar 
haumorous in the extreme. The Marshal’s ser 
vant bears a striking resemblance to his di> 
tinguished master, and in this the wily guard. 
who watch the house saw danger. The serva:. 
was in the habit of going daily to a restanran’ 
to fetch the Marshal’s dinner. On one of thes: 
expeditions he was arrested and thrown into 
prison, and was only released when he ha 
agreed to shave off his beard. It was feare: 
that Fuad Pasha would one day take adva: 
tage of the servant's facial likeness and effec’ 
his escape, so the precaution of removing th: 
hireling’s hirsute adornment was resorted t-.

34, and we are glad to hear that this’ year's ball 
has been even more successful. 

Without going into all the details: of ex- 
penditure given in the report, we notice that 
the subvention given by the society to the 
Traffic Police was raised’ in the past year to 
L,.E. 168 and will be farther increased. Grante- 
in-aid to the branches at Assiout and Tantah 
must also be'noticed, and the grant for the 
construction of two drinking troughs by the 
Assouan branch. 

During the year 4,249 animals were arrested, 
against 3,795 in 1903, and 2,451 were admitted 
to the isfirmary, as against 1,937 in the 
previous year, while the number discharged 
as eured rose from 1,832” to 2,345. The hon, 
secretary specially notices the increase of 
efliciency and zeal on the part of the traffic 
police, and. remarks that as many as 30 
animals are constantly sent to the infirmary in 
the 24 hours as a result of their activity. The 
number of convictions obtained for various 
firms of cruelty to animals showed a most 
satisfuctory diminntion ‘of over 4,000, the 
total being 6,252. There were also about 1,100 
eases of administrative punishment for furious 
driving, overloading, ete. 

At’the annual meeting of the getieral com- 
mittee of the Cairo 8.P.C.A., held in March, 
1904, it was decided that an official request in 
the name of thecommittee should be addréssed 
to the Ministry of the Interior, to the effect 
that instructions should be issued to the mon- 
dirs, forbidding the fellaheen to use, when 
ploughing with horses or donkeys, yokes of the 
kind employed for buffaloes. 

The committee have sustained a serious loss 
in the death of Tigrane Pasha, who took-a 
great interest in the work of the society. Ti- 
grane Pasha was always present at the annual 
general meetings, and his advice and sympathy 
were of material assistance in farthering the 
objects of the society, of which he was such a 
prominent member.

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SUDAN RUBBER: 


Amongst the products of the Sudan which 
have been looked forward-to as likely to prove 
of the greatest commercial importance are 
“rubbers,” the demand for which in the Earo- 
pean market’ is always on the increase, and 
especially for those’ of superior quality. In 
Anglo-Egyptian Africa,~@s' well as in British 
Africa, these are furnished,’ not as in Brazil, 
Central America, ‘and certain p.irts of India, by 
large trees, but, as in Malaya, by creeping 
stout-stemmed shrubs, with ornamental tiowers 
and fruit, which mount to the summit of the 


highest trees, and belong to the natural order 


“Apocynaces:.” There appear to be at least 


two or three of these rubber-turnishing 


creepers in theSudan, and especially one known 
to the natives of the Bahr-el-Ghazal Provitice 
as “odiloh” (1), but of which the botanical 
name has not been promalgated ; this’ pro- 
duces rubber of a very superior quality, The 
best of these plants belong to the genus 
“Landolphia” ; but little progress has yet been 
made in the development of the industry, 
owing to the absence of suitable machinery 
for extracting the rubber, and to the dirty 
processes as yet in vogue for preparing it, 
which prevent its acceptance in the Edropean 
market except at a very low rate. 

~ We now learn that the Congo Administra- 
tion has succeeded in bringing into the market 
a species of Landolphia as yet scientifically 


unnamed ; but which is known familiarly as 


“Grass rubber,” and has already brought 


small fortune to the treasury of the King of 


the Belgians. From a paper recently’ read 


befora the Linnean: Society by Mr: Thomas: 


Christy, of the fanious firm of ‘I’. Christy and 
Co., commercial ‘ draggists, London, it appears 
that this plant is a low growing one-which has 
the property of threwirig out Jong: shoots, or 
roots; when only a few feet from the ground, 
and it is these roots which furnish the rubber ; 
it is mostly found amongst grass . which has 
sprung up in a forest clearing after a fire— 
hence its popular name. . The roots contain.a 
white fibrous mass which is, comparatively, dry 
and elastic, and replaces the ordinary milky 
sap. 

By bruising with a machine the skin of 
these roots, with great care so. as not to 
break up the fibre, the latter is easily sepa- 
rated and rolled into balls having the appear- 
ance of being made of thick tape. The roots 
contain about 18 % of pure rubber fetching 
from 3s. 9d. to 4s. per lb. and immense quaa- 
tities from the Congo hive already. been dis- 
posed of at these prices. This species of rubber 
plant is abundant in British Africa, and epe- 
cially in Rhodesia, where it has hitherto been 
ignorantly neglected, but the trading com- 
panies, having become suddenly alive to its 
commercial importance, are now vying with 
one another in promoting its development, 
Many hundreds of young plants grown from 
seed have been successfully started in Ceylon. 
Let us hope thatthe Sudan Government will. 
lose no time in a search: for the “grass rubber,” 
and in obtaining its share in thé immense 
profits now being realised with it by the Congo 
Government. . a ae

Statistics for past years show a singular scar- 
city-of British imports in counection with the 
building trade, On the vther hand, the in- 
crease. in Continental importations is parti- 
cularly conspicuous. If one listens to any 
expopent, of Protectionist views, one hears, 
that with an open field, British trade holds 
its own. Egypt has no preferential tariff, yet 
in one item only in connection with this trade, 
namely sanitary goods, does Great Britain 
beat her Continental neighbours. Steel joists, 
builders’ ironmongery, Portland cement, tiles, 
(both roofing and flooring), plumbing material, 
glass ; one could almost enumerate the builders’ 
entire requirements, and still not find a 
British production. The reason is not far to 
seek; the stock of British manufactured 
builder's goods in this country is almost nil. 
Yet in many cases, more partioularly in iron- 
mongery, the British article, when obtained 
eitherdirect from the makers; or through 
London buyers, is. better and in many instances 
cheaper than its American or Continental 
equivalent.. One would naturally assume that, 
if this be the case, British goods must hold 
their own or even surpass all competitors. This 
leads us to consider in whose hands is the 
building trade in thiscountry! Who are the 
consumers of building material! On every 
hand one sees buildings in progress, bat for 
one large structure in the hands of a large 
firm, there are a dozen small buildings in the 
hands of small firms. We may, for the mowent, 


grant that the large contractor knows where to 


get the best and cheapest goods; every w ek 
his London and Continental buyers iuform 
him as to relative prices. But take the enor- 
mous number of small firms, several Italian, the 
majority native; as their requirements crop 
up, it is to the local vendor they mus* yo. This 
brings us back to the quastion of stocks in the 
hands of the lo al vendors, Whatever his stock 
of goods may be, they certainly are not British. 
Once more then we are led to the oll recom- 
mendation so often quoted by this Chamber, 
to British manufacturers, namely, send capable 
travellers, push tho Briti-h article. In many 
branches of the trade, were this done, a large 


amount of business could be brought to Great | 


Britain. But to go a step further, it can un 
hesitatingly be stated that almost the entire

Th ir largor size, however, gives great. covering 
“apact! y, a square metre consisting of 16 tiles, 
which runs oat at. 15/3 per square (100 ft). 
It is possible British tile makers may 
get down to this price. Moreover, with their 
superior and lighter article ax compared with 
the French production, the English tile would 
allow a root of lighter scantling to be construct- 
ed. This would highly recommend them to 
architects in a country like Egypt, where 
timber is dear. English Portland: cement is 
largely imported and used by builders, but a 
cheap quick-setting quality would always find 
a market. Flooring tiles are in great demand 
in Erypt, which is at present met by local 
manufactarers, who supply acheap pressed 


cement tile. The article is most inferior, but it: 
ismade.to meet the requirements and sells’ 


widely. Rolled steel girders of British make are 
never seen here. On this subject itis impossible 
to say avything, but rather to ask the mana- 
gers of British #rolling mills why the British 
girders should be 65 % dearer than their 
Belgian or German fellows of similar section. 
The old reply. of superior qu&lity counts for 
nothing, the Continental production is good 
enough, and consequently sells. In closing these 
few remarks one might perbaps draw the 
atteution of English producets to the fact that 
of all trades probab'y none has shared in such 
a large degree the phenomenal prosperity of 
Egypt daring the last two years as has the 
building trade. But be that as it may, only 
those in the trade know how keen is competi- 
tion, and how the necessity for purchasing the 
cheapest material is forced on the builders. 
Hence if home markets are to. supply, this 
trade, the urgency of producing cheap suitable 
material cannot be: too clearly impressed on 
those desirous of making a bid for Egyptian 
business. It can safely be said, that Egypt 
having once started on her career of pros- 
perity, her progress will not be. stationary 
Each year will show her in the ascendant; Her 
extraordinary natural resources alone are a 
guarantee. Therefore a little time and money 
spent by English producers catering. for buil- 
ders’ requirements here will, we feel sure, find

The tomb. of Rehma-Ra at Abd-el-Kuma is — 
one of the most famous sights of Thebes, and 
its,beautiful pajuted scenes and. long inscrip- 
tions form the chief authorities for our know- 
ledge of the life aud wealth of Thebes during 
the grolden age ot the Eighteenth Dynasty.

We read;* When a man is-in the 

household of his lord, be dueth that which is 

good for him, aud hot that which is guod fur 

others.” Above all, the Vizier, as the Lord 

Chiet Justice of Egypt, must be absolutely im- 

vartial. “What God abhors,” we are told, “is 

partiality. hou shall regard him whom thou 

knowest like unto him thou knowest not, and 

he who Is near unto thee as one who is afar 

off.” So also this official was warned against 

auger or display of temper. “Be uot angry with 

a man wrongtully; be angry only in such 

matters as merit anger.” He is also warned 

against harshness, for too great a display of 
power muy produce the popular idea that’ the 

judge is au oppressor. He is to unite right and 

justice with the powers of his oflice.

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| *AN EGYPTIAN OFFICIAL ON THE 


COTTON WORM. 


eee . 

The Government have just brought outa 
decree to compel proprietors to destroy the 
cotton worms appearing in their fields, and to 
authorise omdehs to call out labour from the 
villages to help in the work. ‘The life history 
of the cotton worm is well known. ‘There is 
the common cycle of moth, egg, worm, chry- 
salis, and then moth, &c. The moth should be 
made familiar to every school child in Egypt 
and the life history explained. 

A pamphlet has recently been published in 
Arabic and French by Moussa Ghaleb Bey, a 
Government engineer of the P. W: D., in 
It is a pity 
He says that 10 years 
ago he published a study in-which he indicated 
the means to be taken to prevent the evil, and 
that heenow returns to the subject after 
long experience and miuute observation. 

An elementary kuowledge of insect life 
would-have enabled the Bey to direct his 
observations to mure purpose. We are told 
the majority of agriculturists believe the 
worm is produced from dew, and that these 
people have no notion of natural scieuce or 
zoology, but that others knowing natural 
science declare that a certain kind of muth 
deposits its eggs ou the leaves of the cottun 
plant, that these eggs becume worms, and the 
worms in- turn becume moths. ‘I'he chrysalis 
stage is ignored altogether. ‘I'he author starts 
a theory of his own that the eyys are fluaung 
in the air like other-eggs, germs, and microbes, 
aud during the night descend on the plants. 
According to him the moths never lay eggs 
lt would serve no 
good purpose to describe the mistaken notions 
of the author. ‘I'here is a yood deal of “pust 
hoe propter hoc” argument in support of his 
theories. Whilst the practical Egyptian agri- 
culturist is generally wrong in lus explunution 
of causes, his practice is usualiy better than 
his theories. ‘The preventative measures sug: 
gested are(1) Earher sowing,(2) Wider distances 
of plants, (3) Diminution of irrigation, (4) 
Frequent hoeing. Whiist these measures ure 
all good in their way, they refer rather to 
the general treatment of the crop, and can 
hardly be considered remedies for cotton 
worm. The pamphlet is quite useless as a 
contribution on a subject of vast importance 
Egypt, and it is so full of errors that 
we hope it will not have any wide circula- 
tion,even amongst those who believe the worm

A QUEER GRAMMAR. 


In the preface the author says that his object 
in increasing the number of grammars of the 
colloquial Arabic is to put into the hands of 
students a book which is above all practical). 
He cites several excellent publication =, such as 
Spitta’s and Vollar’s, which, evident’y, he does 
not consider practical enough. VY). _—_re, there- 
fore, anxious to see how the aut dealt with 
the suljeet in order to bring it more within 
the scope of practicality than bis predecessors 
have done, and having examived the book 
with great interest’ we must confess that this 
addition to the list of Arabic grammars of the 
colloquial language is neither so serious nor 
important as the author or the ‘translator 
would like us to believe. When we read in the 
preface that the colloquial lauguage of Egypt 
is at present only spoken and that it is not 
written, we come to the conclusion that the 
author is not aware of the. constantly increas- 
ing literature-in this dialect, and when we 
read further on that the educated classes look 
down on the Arabic of the Copts we wonder if 
be ever visited this country and mixed with 
the ustives, for we are not aware that the 
Christian Egyptians speak a special dialect 
different from that of the Mohamedan natives. 
Such statements as these at the very outset 
leave au untavorable impression on the mind 
of the reviewer, and further examination, 
which: revealed errors of translation and pro- 
nuxcistion at almost every page of the book, 
did not lead us to modify our opiuion, as we 
shall show. In explaining the alphabet the 
author uses Arabic type here and there, bat 
in the grammar, stories, and vocabularies he 
uses only the Latin characters in writing 
Arabic. If the book is merely for tourists who 

only study the language in a superficial 
manner, werfail to see the use of the Arabic 
type, which is as obscure to them as Chinese ; 
if for advanced students, the Arabic type 
should have also béen given throughout. 
The grammar being for the use of tourists, the 
author should have dealt concisely with the 
verb which forms the greater part of 3 

grammar. Fora tourist only requires sufii- 
cient kiowledge of Arabic to speak to his 
couchumen or to a shop-keeper; itis therefore 
absurd to teach him the rules of the doubly 


-weak verbs and of verbs with second and third 


yadicals the same. Tue author calls his book a 
practical grammar for tourists ; consequently 
he shonld have left out what only a student 
of the luvguage who is a resident in the 


country would require. The whole book sadly 


testifies to the want of an Egyptian, or an Eug- 
lishman thoroughly conversaut with Arabic, to 
read and correct the Arabic part throughout. 
We wonder if any oue will argue with the au- 
thor that ingelyz (English) is femivine? Accord- 
ingto him it is correct to say el ingely= 
taiyiba (the English are good). And where 
in Egypt did he hear the French called ¢/ 
feransis, except in classical works only 7. , He 
transiated “me,” in “give me,” by /yie or Ji, 
and not my as it should be, and writes bada‘a 
fur buda‘a (wares), aud gussad for gusad (op 
posite), aud says itnasar ragtl agniye (12 rich 
me:i) in-tead of ttnasar ragil gant. He trans- 
lates “‘wife”’ by goze, pl. gozat, while we trans- 
late these two Arabic words by “walnut, pl. 
walnuts.” Father-in-law he calls Aama, which 
is classical, and not by its colloquial name 
‘amm. Hadretak he translates “your pre- 
sence” aud not “your highness,” and says ruh 
warsa en naggar (go to the carpenter’s work- 
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
